AEROPLANES 


Secretary  Dickinson  Favors  Flying 
Machine  to  Be  Used  For  Military 


WASHINGTON,  Dec  10— As  might 
have  been  expected  after- his  person- 
al flight  in  aeroplanes  in  France 
Secretary  Dickinson  comes  out  in  his 
annual  report  with  a  strong  endorse- 
ment  of  the  flying  machine  and  with 
a  recoramendaition  to  Congress  for 
sn  appropriation  to  provide  the  Sig- 
nal Corps  with  a  reasonable  number 
of  the  better  type  of  machine  for 
instruction  purposes  and  field  work. 

He  recalls  the  fact  that  the  Unite.] 
States  was  the  first  nation  ollicially 
to  recognize  the  aeroplane  for  mili- 
tary purposes  and  conducted  at  Bert 
My'er  in  1!)08  the  first  public  flight 
of  a  heavier  than  air  machine,  yet  it 
has  since  that  date  made  no  addi- 
tion to  '  its  aeronautical  equipment, 
which  at  present  consist  of  one  small 
dirigible  balloon,  one  Wright  aero- 
plane and  three  small  captive  bal- 
loons. 

Nor  has  it  added  to  its  trained 
personnel,  which  at  present  <-«.ii-i~t - 
of  the  Signal  Corps,  Lieutenant  and 
nine  enlisted  men,  on  duty  in  con- 
nection with  aeronautics.  There  is 
only  one  officer  who  is  a  licensed 
pilot  for  free  balloons.

which  he  is  seeking  to  show  eansei 
him  to  kill  Alfred  II.  Hunter.  Tin 
children  testified  they  heard  Iluntc 
threaten  their  father. 

Greaves  took  the  stand  in  his  ow< 
defense  Thursday  afternoon,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  direct  testimony 
had  Ik'ch  closed. 

Greaves  pleaded  with  the  jury  foi 
nearly  a  half  hour,  either  to  acquit  O) 
sentence  him  to  hang. 

"Don't  send  me  to  the  penitentiary 
•j-endemen,"  the  prisoner  urged  tin 
jury  in  so  low  a  tone  that  not  all  of 
them  could  hear  him.  "If  you  fun' 
me  guilty  of  having  deliberately  an. 
maliciously  kilhd  Alfred  Hunter.  I 
want  death.  If  you  have  found  ; 
reasonable  doubt. I  want-  yon  to  ae 
quit  me,  as  the  judge  has  told  voi 
to  do."

step. 

Ohio.  Massachusetts,  Indiana,  Penn 
sylvania.  Wisconsin.  Maryland,  Cal- 
ifornia and  nine  other  States  have  in 
successful  operation  such  a  depart- 
ment for  the  permanent  maintainancc 
of  records  of  births  and  for  a  more 
sneoessfnl  flgiff  tgoinsf  the  ravages 
of  disease,  by  means  of  the  certifi- 
cates of  deaths  returned  to  the  Stale 
Office. 

The  State  Registrar,  Dr.  W.  L. 
lleizcr,  who  will  inaugurate  and  man- 
age the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics 
has  just  returned  from  an  extended 
visit  in  Ohio,  Michigan  and  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Washington,  D.  C,  where 
he  studied  the  o|>eration  of  the  law 
in  those  Slates  which  are  declared  by 
Dr.  Cressy  Li  Wilbur,  chief  statisti- 
cian of  tbe  Federal  Government  to  be 
the  best  in  o|>eratioii  in  the  United 
SUites. 

Kentucky's  Bureau  will  be  a  combi- 
nation of  the  best  features  of  the>e 
States  with  some  suggestions  of  the 
Census  i  )e|  tort  men  (  added. 

I  nder  this  law,  liefore  a  body  i- 
buried,  the  undertaker  must  procure 
a  burial  or  removal  permit,  which 
shall  be  issued  only  by  the  Local 
Pegistrar.  who  will  be  placed  at  con- 
venient localities.  This  |x»rmit  can 
bo  secured  only  when  a  certificate  ot 
death  Jkas  been  filled  out  by  the  phy- 
sician, anil  in  the  event  the  person 
has  died  of  an  infectious  on  com- 
municable disease,  smallpox,  cholera, 
diptheria,  scarlet  fever,  erysipelas 
before  a  burial  permit  is  issued  (he 
body  must  be  so  prepared  for  burial 
that  there  is  no  danger  of  a  spread 
of  the  disease  in  the  community. 
This  not  only  safeguards  the  public, 
but  by  means  of  these  reports  of 
deaths  coming  in  from  all  over  the 
State,  properly  tabulated  and  clari- 
fied, tbte  State  Board  of  Health  is  able 
to  learn  the  infected  districts  and 
spots  that  need  cleaning  up.  Throu»h

In  Future  All  Kentucky  Banks  Musi 
Comply  With  Statutes.  According 
to  Ruling  Announced  By  Bruner. 

FRAXKKOKT.  Ky..  Dec.  10—  In 
the  future  all  hanks  in  Kentucky  must 
comply  with  the  statutes  requiring 
them  to  create  and  preserve  their 
surplus  as  prescribed  by  law.  Sec- 
retary of  State  Bruner  Thursday  an- 
nounced this  ruling,  after  receiving 
from  Attorney-General  Breathitt  I 
written  opinion  upholding  him  in  1 1 1 i - 
ruling.  , 

Brunei-  holds  that  each  bank  must 
comply  with  the  law  in  setting  aside 
one-tenth  of  its  net  earnings  to  cre- 
ate a  surplus  equal  to  one-fifth  of  its 
capital  stock,  before  any  dividends 
are  declared.  He  also  rules  that  af- 
ter the  surplus  is  created  by  law.  the 
bank  must  keep  the  surplus  unim- 
paired before  dividends  are  declared. 

In  other  words,  if  a  bank  by  any 
kind  of  loss  impairs  its  surplus,  then 
the  surplus  equal  to  one-fifth  of  the 
capital  stock  must  be  recreated  be- 
fore any  dividends  are  declared,  and 
that  the  bank  will  not  be  permitted, 
as  was  the  case  when  the  original 
surplus  was  created,  by  putting  up 
one-tenth  of  its  net  earnings  before 
declaring  dividends.  He  says  this  rul- 
ing became  imperative  because  a  few 
of  the  Kentucky  banks  are  using  their 
surplus  to  pay  dividends  and  replac- 
ing the  surplus  with  one-tenth  of  the 
net  earnings.
